But he suffered by the decision of the Cam- 
mission; hence he has the sympathy of the 
people.

The 
people do not like a meek man for a 
leader. They want one who can surely. be 
depended on to stand by his colors, Now, 
Mr. Henpricss, if he can’t get one office, 
will take another.

THE INDIAN PROSLEM. 
The outrage perpetrated uvon the un- 


fortunate Ponca Ip „and the subsequent 
interference in their alf by Judge Duxpr 


question on a new end rational foundation, 
and in relieving the Government of the 
shame and responsibility which attach to the 
robbery and plunder of the Indians by the 
whites, ard the levy of brutalized warfare 
on the whites by the Indians. 

The Ponca Indians have been always noted 
for their integrity and for their desire for 
peace. They were industrious and frugal; 
they had adopted many of the best habits of 
civilized life; and among them was cultivated 
to an unusual degree the sanctity and love 
of family. Each family was a peaceful com- 
munity, and the tribe was a community of 
happy families. These people had their 
schools and their implements of husbandry, 
and were kind and liberal in all their inter- 
course and relations with others. Having 
put their lands into 6 highly-im proved con- 
dition, the Indians were living peacefully 
when the sordid white man determined to 
possess the lands. The removal of these In- 
dians was then resolved upon, and by legis- 
lation, and by connivance of the Indian 
Bureau, aud the combination of traders, 


| agents, and contractors, an order was issued 


directing the removal of these Indians to the 
Indian Territory. They remonstrated ; but 
the white man’s syarice was unrelenting. 

They sent a — to the Territory to 
examine it, and this“ delegation . ean 
against it. They appealed 

Indian Bureau that wag deaf to every ——— 
ment of humanity, ey were forcibly 
taken 700 in all—from land on which 
most of them were born, the women and 
children, old and young, torn from their long 
associations, from their homes and well- 
tilled fields, and carri to the remote land 
of stranger Indlans. r location was so 
unhealthy that they fell aes to disease, 

and while there 300 of them died. Unable 
to endure this any longer, Standing. Bear 
and a portion of his bend started on foot 
from the Indian Territory, and, foot-sore, 

sick, and worn down, this little band pre- 
ferred to die upon the gtaves of their kindred 

to dying afar off in the land of the stranger. 

Already nearly one-half of the once happy 
and prosperous community had perished, so 

these men, braving all things, struck out for 
their old home and reached there. Theg ar- 

rival was promptly reported, and the cruel 

order. was issued by the udian Bureau to ar- 

rest them and take theih back. Every effort 

that humanity could suggest, every appeal 

that Christian ears would listen to, was made, 

but the dishonest, thievigg Indian Ring was 

all-powerful, and the Indian Bureau, to its 

disgrace, directed the thilitary to seize these 

men and take them back to the graves that 

were awaiting them in the Indian country.

The surprise really ought not to be that 
Judge Duypy made such a righteous decision, 
but the surprise is that such a decision has 
never been made before. All the Indian 
troubles have grown out of the theory that 
the Indian was not a “ person,” but part of 
a tribe; not an entity, but av undivided part 
of a distinct whole. Judge Duxpy,, who de- 
serves the thanks of the whole human family; | 
has exploded this oid theory, and recognizes 
legal rights as inseparable from manhood. 

The great outrage on this band of unof- 
fending Indians has, however, been only 
partially remedied. The greater portion of 
the survivors are still in the Indian Territory, 
perishing rapidly by disease, Why should 
they be kept there? Why should they not 
be released from exile and inevitable aunibila- 
tion, and permitted to join their countrymen 
at their old home? If the few. who have re- 
turned have the legal right to remain, and if 
the forcible removal of a portion was 
illegal, then the detention of those now 
in the Indian Territory was filegal, and the 
unfortunate persons are entitled to return to 
their homes. We understand the whole 
Indian Ring is opposed to such a proceed- 
ing, as they are opposed to any recognition 
of legal rights on the part of the Indians. 
We do not pretend to say what are the views 
of the President and of Secretary Scuvnz, 
nor that they will not order that these 
Indians be returned, But there having been 
an appeal to the courts in one instance, why 
not a like appeal to the courts in behalf of 
the rentainder of these outraged and plun- 
dered people ? The movement to institute 
legal proceedings in their behalf deserves 
the sympathy and aid of every lover of 
justice and humanity. 

The affirmance of Judge Duvox's decis- 
ion, and its full adoption by the Government 
in its dealings with the Indians, would be the 
destruction of the dishonest administration 
of Indian affairs, and would probably aceom- 
plish the hanging or imprisonment of a 
score of traders, agents, contractors, and 
other officers and stipendiaries of the Indian 
service. This Indian service has been on an 
mmproper theory always. The. service has 
been conducted upon the theory that the 
Government and the Indians were Inwful 
prey to the intermediaries created by law to 
stand between the Indians and the Govern- 
ment. That theory has been most religious- 
ly adhered to, and generally the service has 
been corrupt, from the Commissioner at 
Washington to the lowest employs” 
on the frontier.

REFORM IN LIFE-INSURANCE. 

The ‘Equitable Life-Asstiraiite Company 
has just announced some important reforms | 
in their system which, if carried out in good 
faith, will not only be of great advantage to 
their ‘policy-holders, but compel other com- 
panies to follow their example. These re- 
forms are briefly and clearly announced as 
follows: (1) That all policies shall be in- 
contestable by the Company on any ground 
whatsoever after three annual payments 
shall have been made; (2) that every policy, 
whether the ordinary life policy or the 
Tontine policy, shall have a definite. surren- 
der-value (the former in a paid-up policy and 
the latter in cash) after three years from its 
date; (8) that the contract, tus simplified, 
shall be concisely and clearly expressed in 
the policy; and (4) that the new rule ‘is 
applied to all existing policies as well as 
those that shall be taken ont in the future. 
This new departure will work 4 revolution 
in the life-insurance. business.  Hixact 
adherence to these laws will practically 
extinguish. litigation for the recovery of 
insurance by the wife or family for whose 
benefit the husband and father Ras strug- 
gled to pay the annual premiums.

Woop Movntarn, N.-W. T, June 14.—There 
is mourning in the camps of the Unca-pa-pas. A 
few days ago some young men were out hunt- 
ing the buffalo, when they were attacked by a 
war-party of Crows, and “Muskrat” and 
„Bla ck Eagle's-Feathers (Sioux) were killed. 
Runners, who came into the main camp yester- | 
day, report great sorrowiug; and around tke 
mountain the women lament dismalh, and the 
men eagerly discuss the battle. Sitsmg-Bull, 
with his band of hunters, is encamped sixty 
miles south of Wood Mouutain, and 100 miles 
east of Fort Assinibolue. The buffalo are coming 
north, just east of the camp, in immense quanti- 
ties; and there is every prospect of a good 
hunt. The runners say the camp will be back 
in Wood Mountain in about a week, when the 
great ‘* Medicine-’ or Sun-Dance, the feature of 
the season, will come off. The return will be 
burried by 
THE ROVING WAR-BANDS OF CROWS, 

who are harassing the camp. In a fair fight, all 
things being equal, the Unca-pa-pas can whip 
the Crows; but the latter have better weapons 
and better horses, and, in a general battle, the 
Sioux would suffer terribly. 

Sitting-Bull claims that the Crows are set up- 
on him by the Americans. Some little time ago 
he made overtures of peace to the Crow Chiefs; 
and, sbortly after that,a band of his enemies 
broke into bis camp aud gobbied some of his 
horses. 

Lock at it now,“ said Maj. Walsh to Bull. 
„Tou wanted to make peace with the Crows, 
and here they are on the war-patb.”’ 

Bull refused to believe it. 

The horses were stolen by their young men,“ 
said he.

The officer turned his horse and fied, shooting 
at Obo over his shoulder as the Indian pursued. 
One of the shots intended for Oba instead of 
passing over the officer’s shoulder, pierced his 
breast, he teil dead at the reckkin's feet. 

_ Three ar four warriors corroborate ach other 
in their description of Custer's fate. He was 
ebeering on his men and firing his pistol in the

of battle with the whites; and they will not 
bring on a ncht if they can help it. To show 
how little they are desirous of blood, I will re- 
late an incident,—premising by stating that the 
worst fellows in an Indian camp are the young 
bucks, or men ranging from 15 to 25 years of 
age. Last Tuesday I started out, 
WITH A YOUNG UNCA-PA-PA, 

towards the White-Muad River. He was armed 
with bow and arrrows and a Seventh-Cavairy 
carbine he had picked up on the Little-Big-Horn 
battle-field. My gun was a Winchester repeat- 
ing-rifle, and much superior to bis. As we rode 
along side by side, he spied an antelope. He 

ked me for my rifle, which I loaned him, and 

e went after the antelope, which had run into 
acooley. In half an hour be came back with 
the beast, all cut up. We made a fire and went 
in for djoner. He returned my rifle, but not 
until he bad cleaned it for me. Now, that sav- 
age had me completely at his mercy. He could 
have robbed me of horse and gun, and set me 
afoot on the prairie, fifty miles from a herman 
habitation. iam frank to admit that he did 


TREAT ME RATHER MEANLY 


in the end. Towards evening we were joined 
by two other Indians, and we all took supper 
together. I went to sleep; and, when I awoke 
in the morning, the last vestige of the antelove 
was gone. Those three Indians sat up all night 
long and cleaned up even the last greuse-spot, 
and 1 breakfasted sumptuously on bacon. 

It is doubtful if the Indian will originate an 
attack on any man to whom he bas contidence; 
and the wayto get his confidence is to show 
confidence in him. This position is illustrated” 
by the relations between Sitting-Ball and Maj. 
Walsh. Bull does not make a move without 
fully informing Wales; and the correspondence 
between them, verbal of course, is curious. A 
few days ago Bali sent Walsh the following 
message, explaining his reason for crossing the 
line to the American side: 

„% We were forced across the line to the south 
side to save ourselves from starving. The bui- 
falo went south, and we could only get them 
by moving on the American soil. 

OURS IS A PEACEFUL MISSION, 
and 1 assure you that neither whites nor their 
property shall be molested. Ask the whites to 
jet us alone and wot end their soldiers against 
us.—for, though we are strong enougt to de- 
fend ourselves, we don’t want to see blood.“ 

To this Walsh made answer: 

‘+ Be careful of the actions of your young men 
while south of the line; and, if any American 
comes to yourcamp and wants to speak with 
you, listen to him. Do not permit him to be 
molested, vor followed from the camp by your 
young men. Let him come to your lodges and 
depart in safety.” 
nd I believe that, hed an American gone 
there and behaved bimseif, Bull would have 
given him a safe escort to his home. 

SITTING BULL 

is not a Chief: he is not a warrior. He is a 
politician of the deepest dye, and a good deal of 
a demagocue. He mw not surrounded by a 
phenomena! amount of safety in bis own camp, 
and bis family will not let him move around 
without a guard. Bull is a sort of a Roscoe 
Conkling in the councils of his tribe. He is a 
st eloquent, impertinent, logical, con- 
ceited, diplomatic, dictatoral, disagreeable old 
man. Nor is be a fellow of sound and reliable 
physical courage. Not long ago, in the Council- 
lod he undertook to run things on a Bull 
basis, when Pretty-Bear took him. up. Bear 
made a tremendous speech, und finally, becom- 
ing excited, drew his kuife and threatened to 
ab it right into the vitale of Bull. Friends 
tortured and got Bull out of the lodge; and, 
at the next meeting of the Council, Long-Dog 
made everr member leave his weapons outside, 
— convenient arrangement that might be 
profitably studieé by our Congressmen, 

There was rather 

AN IMPOSING CEREMONY 

in the camp to-day. The cook of our outfit took 
unto wife a young squaw; and I frankly admit 
that the solemnities were striking. Having be- 
come smitten with the charms of a 16-year-old 
belle, the cvok sent for ber friends and his, and 
the whole lot sat down in conclave around a 
beastiv-smeliing smudge. The squaw’s mother 
conducted the performance on ber side, while 
Mr. Fred Cadd, one of the traders, took up the 
cudgels for the cook. 

Mr. Cadd expiaired that the cook’s heart was 
low, and that bis life dragged heavily on the 
1 Necmee he was compelled to live alone. 

e liked the girl, and wanted her to help him 
— * on kitchen, and carry water for him, 
and béa wife to bim generally,—tor ail of which 
he was willing to pay $25. 

„Ma seeche wash ta (white man very good), 
ejaculated the squaw; “but papoose iter. 
‘The papoose is a good girl, and I love her more 
than $25. She is pretty and stropg, and can 
work, Make it $50, pard, 

AND I'LL JINE YER.”’

prevents may come, the cook is not what might 
be termed a fluent Tadian scholar, and can’t, as 
he describes, ‘‘ yappee the lingo.”’ 

The cook came up to $35 and the squaw down 
to $45, and there — stuck. Then the cook 
displayed the wedding-oresents: item, a 
blanket; item, a calico dress; item, a ditto for 
squaw; item, a necklace; item, a pair of moc- 
casinos. At length the trade was struck for 
$40. A circle was formed. The cook and the 
girl stood facing each other, and the squaw 
wrapped a blanket around the twain. The cook 
kissed the girl a kiss big and wet enough to 
water a horse, and the ceremony was complete. 
He paid the $40 in sugar, tea, sirup, raisins, 
flour, bacon, blankets, beads, and looking- 
glasses, and departed with his wife to arrange 
the wedding-supper of buffalo-eteaks and an- 
telope. Now, the cook is 

A PECULIARLY-PINISHED MAN. 


Years ago he used to whack bulls over the 
plains of Montana; but one day he got one of 
his legs complicated with the wheels of a cart, 
since which time he has been more or less pbys- 
ically imperfect. He has three legs, all told,— 
one flesh-and-blood, one wood, and one cork. 
The cork apparatus is for state occasions, and 
his wife had never seen the wooden arrangement. 
Just after the service he escorted her to the 
kitchen, and, taking off his wedding or cork 
leg, be prepared to substitute that of wood. 
His wife was notfamiliar with such transforma- 
tion, and fled, yelling, from the premises. In a 
few moments her fond brothers came up for an 
explanation; and at the time of my departure, 
which was somewhat hurried, the cook was en- 
gaged in satisiy his brother-in-law, with one 
leg to stand on and one in each band. There is 
to be another council to-morrow, at which, it js 
hoped, the family-diflerences will be amicably

but, around the Agencies and trading-posts of

MARRIED TO. SQUAWS. 
As a matter of course, these men are faithful to 
their wives; but are the wives as true? it is the 
experienced ef all “‘squaw-men’’—as the thus 
married whites are called—that the Indian 
woman cannot habituate herself to the white 
man’s ways. He imposes less burden upon her 
in the way of hard work than her Iudian father, 
husband, or brother woula impose: but she 
don’t seem to get along with bim very well, 
and, sooner or later, she will elope with some 
young buck who bas engaged the affections her 
white husband can never secure. And, as long 
as she remains with her pale husband, she keeps 
him in bot water. It matters not what he may 
give her, sbe is inevitably ragged and hard-up. 
He may furnish her lodge to-day with fresh 
teat, bread, bacon, flour, robes, and biankets. 
By nicht the lodge will be as barren as a 
gravestone. She will give away everrthing 
he er her hn to her family 
and 1 and. to him for 
more. At the Yank Agency there 
isa young white man who worked hard for 
years and saved a little money. He fell in love 
with a squaw, married her, spent his last doliar 
trying to keep ber in some kind of shape: and 
now he is a lunatic, while the wife is out on the 
Plains, the companion of some young Indian, 
who will never do for ber what her white bus- 
band did, but whom she loves far more passion- 
ately than she could ever love a man with pallid 
skin. 
THERE IS ANOTHER CLASS OF WOMEN 

in the Unca-pa-pa camp,—a class to which your 
city is not whoily a stranger. They are not 
allowed to associate with tne respect able girls. 
Huddled in a lodge by themselves, they wear 
out their lives as other women of similar mis- 
fortunes do,—better dressed perhaps than those 
around them, and a little more brazen withal. 


There is no hope of hovorable marriage for 


them.. There is no respect shown them in the 
camp. If they sre hungry, they are fed; but 
the loftier-minded people of the tribe look upon 
them with coptempt. For these people have 
exalted ideas of morality and society; and 
probity of ebaracter and wisdom @o farther in 
the estimate of worth than wealtn,—a fact

and the family of Mr. Knife. The lodge js a 
large one; and, when everything was in readi- 
ness, the Chiefs and warriors who are here ar- 
ranged andmselves around the fire in the middle 
ol ine tent,—the squaws and papooses forming 
a second circle in the rearof the men. As I 
was compacted, 2 the lodge, my ne was 
pictu ue. efs, squaws, a were 
e in ali their tivery of cavty-painted 
skins and bead-work: and, beside the gandily- 
dressed party, I fancy I looked rather seedy in a 
suit of torn and patched autelope-skm. I was 
received iu verfect silence, and assigned a seat 
ona bu at the right hand of Little- 
Kite. His son placed himself at my right 
hand, and filled a wipe with red mixed 
with tobaceo. From left to right went 
around until it had twice acco ed the 
circle, and then it was put away, and Little- 
Knife arose. 

** You have known me long, comrades. I am 
an old man now, but I am still of a brave heart, 
und my blood is warm. The Crows have at- 
tacked the Unca-pa-pas. the camp down by 
the Milk River the women hare cut off their 
hair. Two of the young men are dead, and 
there is mourning and there are tears for them. 
Little-Koife was here idle. Why was Little- 
Knife idle? His foot was sick, and he could not 
run or ride. Hs walk was slow, and his heart 
sad. The white man came to the loage of Little- 
Knife. He bathed the foot and bound it in oil 
and leaves. He was good to Littie-Knife, and 
tender with him; and Little-Knife loves the 
white man. Comrades, 

HE Is MY so. 


I adopt bim. He is vour iriend and mine, and | 
call bim Weauk-per-wau-cau. He is an Unca-pa- 
pa. We will love bim and defend him.” 
And then they came to me, ove by one, and 
shook me by the hand. ö 

“How cola! How, Wauk-pey-wau-cau!“ 
(Welcome, comrade! We e, Medicine-Leat !) 

I am compelled to confess that I was a little 
startied by the distinetion conferred upon me, 
and not less 80 by thé nome, which at first 
sounded to my ears like Won't pay—walk 
off’; and that is about #8 near the pronuncia- 
tion as mv pencil eau be constrained to aporoach. 
But I am told now that the honor is one of the 
nighest that could be pleced on my shoulders. 
It is also said that I am the first white man 
adopced into the Unca-pa-pa tribe. 

After the last savage had shaken hands with 
me, Mrs. Knife congratulated me, and announc- 
ed that she didn’t propesp to have any children 
in the family without being consulted, and abe 
thereupon proclaimed that 

I WAS ALSO BER. son. 
The maternal instinct immediately shot to the 
front, and, like every Woman who has any af- 
fection for a man, she straigbtway assumed that 
I was hungry, and set before me a most un- 
— = of — 0 od, 5 

This ving u consumed, my respect 
father—God save his soul and wash his skin! 
proceeded to invest me with my “ medicine ”’; 
whichisa sprigof pop leaves, and which 1 
am to protect with my Me. has scarcel 
any idea of the faith 6 1 puts in 
„medicine.“ or and the desveration 
with which be will tt. Tearing a piece 
from the sprig. Littl we bound it in rags 
and bid it in bis » This to him is my 
spirit; and, when I leave him, or if I die, be will 
consider that I am al was with bim, and he will 
cherish me through myighost. 

At the conciusion of te obsequies of my ciy- 
flization, I immedigtelycbegan to manifest an in- 
terest in the family, an endeavored to induce 
my bighiy-respectable connections to wash them- 
selves. But this was regarded as an innovation 
and revolutionary, and II was compelled to re- 
cede from my amendmests. 

Now the news oi mv option, and a descrip- 
tion of me, my name and my medicine, will be 
sent through al) the bands of the Unca-pa-oas, 
and, wherever I meet ousof the tribe, | will be 
welcomed, and fed, and ed of remorseless- 
ly. There is another inconvenience. 


MY FAME AS A ““MEDICINE-MAN ” 


is already abroad, and every old squaw who has 
an ailment hunts me up: every savage who 
fancies he has au ailmemt rousts me out: chil- 
dren with the croup and colie are brought to me 
hourly; and my lodge is filed and surrounded 
with the lame, the halt. and the blind. And 1 
situp on my hind legs like a kangaroo, and 
pound a drum, and howlj~all of which, though 
not orthodox among the ‘pathies, I find to be 
— y efficacious amou the Indians. 

‘here is one cure for every ill the flesh is heir 
to, and that is “‘chon-deé” (tobacco). If I meet 
with a case peculiarly difficult todiagnose, 1 give 
the patient a slug of the weed, and he is conteut- 
ed. Squawse are iifted to the pinnacle of robust 
health by a pinch of sugar; while papooses 
are wrenched from the jaws of death by a few 
dates or raisins. I honestiv believe these reme- 
dies would cure the cholera or yellow-fever,— 
for I bave not yet met with a soliary disease 
for which they have not proven a panacea. As 
near as I can figure it, my practice, which is ex- 
tensive and extending, would cost me in the 
neighborhood of $2,000 a year if kept up.—for 
all of which 1 hold as recompense the lofty po- 
sition of a Chief among Medicine-Men,“ the 
name of Wauk-pey-wauran, the privilege of 
supporting my new set of parents, and a sprig 
of popiar. 

This may look overdrawn to you, but I am 
describing facts. That Little-Knife adopted me 
through affection, there can be no doubt. That 
his people believe me to be a physician, is 
equally certain,—for my awful dad sticks out 
his cured foot as evidence of my medical 

rowess. Then comes the inconvenicnt aspect. 

hat one Indian has, another is entitied to. 
Being an Indian, I must divide with the balance, 
or I am gone. Still, it is some comfort toa 
man to know be is sale amongst them, and that 
he is sure of a square meal, if there be such a 
thing in the camp, 

Mrs. Knife, my dear mother, is 

A GREAT REFORMER. 

She is the Susan B. Anthony of the tribe. 
Sharp, wary, and pre-emtinently virtuous, she 
keeps a sbarp look-out for the morals of the 
rest; and, if she sees anything out of the way, 
there is a terrible row. She is also a dress- 
reformer, and wears pantaioons and a short 
dress. Mfr. Knife, to whom | am a devoted son, 
is a Hap- Chief.“ It was he who led the Unca- 
pa-pas to the boundary, and be was the first 
Indian to cross the line and shake Maj. Walsh 
by the hand. He is held iu high respect by the 
whole tribe, and is a terror in the Council-lodge. 
He told me be was a great man, tue first time I 
saw him; and Maj. Walsh assures me that no 
one Chief stands higher in the community than 
my copper-colored adopted sire. More than 
that, he is beid in great esteem by the whites. 
He likes Englishmen; but he hates Americans, 
and I rather imagine that. if he should discover 
my nativity, he would yank me out tothe tooof 
this mountain, even as Abraham of old did 
Isaac of ancient times, and I would have to do 
some tall old bunting sround for a goat.— 
which, by the way, does not abound in this 
vicinity.

IRELAND FOR THE IRISH. 


Great Mass-Meeting for Free Homesteads— 
Hot Words Against Absentee Bloodsucking 
Land-Mouopolists,. 

. UVorrespondence London Times. 

Dvus.in, June 18, 1879.— Another meeting in 
support of the anti-rent agitation was held on 
Sunday at Milltown, County Galway. It was 
similar in its general character to that held at 
Westport, with this difference only, that, strong 
and outspoken as the latter was in its tone, it 
was tame and timid compared with Sunday’s 
demonstration.

The existing slackness of trade is, as we have re- 
cently observed, accompanied by a correspund- 
ing diminution of demand for the means of cir- 
culation. Wecannot, with the same degree of 
certainty, foresee whether the United States will 
er will bot be likely to want much of the new 
supplies of gold. Ihe existing worn state uf a 
very considerable part of our silver coinage, and 
the present low price of silver remind us that it 
would be well to make use of the opportunity 
now afforded of replacing much of the silver 
coin now in circulation with new coin to advan- 
tage. We are giad to see that the Mint has 
withdrawn nearly twice as much worn silver 
coin from circulation last year as in the sear be- 
fore, and we bope that during the present year 
further steps will be taken in this direction.
